month,

THE PEOPLE who watch
general commodily prices
closely are betting that there
will not be any inflationary
rise there as long as foodstuffs
remain in abundant supply.

Food prices have held steady

in the face of somewhat limit-
ed supplies of beef and veal,
but the greatest tightness in
supplies of those items has
passed. Pork supplies will con-
tinue large for at least the
next 10 or 12 months,

Cattle growers, through over-
expansion of herds, are out on
a limb. The prospects are for
declining cattle and beef prices
in 1960 and 1961, regardless of
drought or any shrinkage in
consumer income,
